

Council blasted over 
hospital winter ward

A FORMER Harlow councillor has 
criticised the authority for allow¬ 
ing building work on a temporary 
winter ward at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital to start without planning 
permission. 

Construction of the £2.8m building 
on part of the hospital’s main visi¬ 
tors car park began last month, even 
though Harlow Council has not yet 
officially sanctioned the work. 

This week former Conservative 
councillor Lee Dangerfield, pictu¬ 
red right, accused Harlow Council 
of “running roughshod over plan¬ 
ning rules”. 

Mr Dangerfield, who resigned as a 
councillor in 2010, said: “I think it’s 
good for the town to get this new 
ward and I congratulate the hospi¬ 
tal, but I feel residents have been let 
down by the council who seem to 
have run roughshod over the rules. 
What is the point of having a plan¬ 
ning committee? 

“If someone decides to build a 
granny flat and doesn’t have plan¬ 
ning permission then they would 
have a planning officer on them 
immediately.” 

A planning application has now 
been submitted and a decision is 
expected later this month. 

However, council leader Mark 
Wilkinson said it was not unusual 
for building work to start while an 
application is being determined. 

“Investment in the hospital’s tem¬ 
porary ward to deal with winter 
demand to help reduce waiting lists 
and avoid the cancellation of rou¬ 



tine operations is welcomed by the 
council and the benefit it will have 
for residents,” he said. 

“A planning application was sub¬ 
mitted to the council on November 
12 and is subject to statutory con¬ 
sultation. The application is expect¬ 
ed to be determined by the develop¬ 
ment management committee by 
the end of December. 

“It is normal practice for council 
officers to discuss plans with an 
applicant ahead of them submitting 
a planning application and it is not 
unusual for an organisation, busi¬ 
ness or individual to start building 
work while the planning application 
is being determined.” 


Mr Dangerfield said hospital staff 
and, since the work began, visitors 
were now using residential roads 
around the hospital as an alterna¬ 
tive car park. 

He said these problems should 
have been addressed prior to work 
going ahead. 

When the hospital announced it 
would be building the ward it said 
alternative patient and visitor park¬ 
ing spaces would be provided 
around the site. 

Parking for staff displaced from 
their normal areas to make way 
for visitors includes 60 extra 
places at the nearby Linkway 
multi-storey car park.

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Tributes paid 
teen victim 
of car crash 

STAFF at Mark Hall 
Academy in Harlow have 
spoken of their shock at 
the news that a former 
pupil was killed in a car 
accident. 

Connor Ashmore, who 
came from Sheering, died 
following a road crash at 
Hatfield Heath on Friday 
night. 

He was killed when his 
green Vauxhall Corsa left 
the road and collided with 
a tree stump in Pond Lane. 

The 19-year-old was a 
former pupil at Mark Hall 
School - now Mark Hall 
Academy. 

A spokeswoman for the 
school told the Star 
yesterday (Wedneday): 
“Connor attended Mark 
Hall from 2005-2007. 

“There are still staff and 
students here who knew 
him and they have been 
shocked and saddened by 
this news. 

“Some of our older 
students have visited the 
scene of this terrible 
accident to lay flowers and 
have expressed to us their 
fond memories of Connor. 

“We are extremely sorry 
to hear of his death and 
our thoughts are with his 
family and friends at this 
sad time.” 

The accident happened 
at about 11.10pm. Connor 
was taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital in 
Harlow but died on 
arrival. 

Officers from the Essex 
Police Serious Collision 
Investigation Unit are 
appealing for information 
about the accident. 

Any witnesses who have 
not yet contacted police or 
anyone with information 
about events leading up 
the crash should are asked 
to contact PC Dawn Senior 
on 101 or email 
collisionappeal@essex.

Family face eviction 
from asbestos home

A FAMILY forced to leave their 
home because of asbestos are fac¬ 
ing eviction after falling into 
arrears. 

The Fry family were moved out of 
their Harlow Council home and into 
temporary accomodation in April 
after asbestos was found in the 
property. 

Since October Steven, 37, Cindy, 34, 
and their three children have been 
relying on the goodwill of their fam¬ 
ily after the council removed them 
from their temporary accommoda¬ 
tion. 

Mr Fry has now fallen into rent 
arrears and could face eviction from 
his home after his housing and 
council tax benefits were stopped. 

“I wasn’t aware but by not living in 
the property, those benefits were 
stopped which helped me pay what I 
needed to,” Mr Fry said. 

“As a result we’ve fallen into rent 
arrears and are now being told we 
face eviction. I only found out 
because I had to go back to see if we 
had any post.” 

The property was environmentally 



cleaned but Mr Fry claimed it was 
still in a “bad condition”. 

The family were offered another 
property by Harlow Council which 
Mr Fry said was “just as bad.” 

He added: “We have lost all our 
possessions because they could 
have been contaminated by the 
asbestos, we have nowhere safe or 
clean to live and it seems to be a 
really vicious situation. 

“We thought we’d be home by now 
but it looks like we won’t have a 
home for Christmas.” 

Cllr Rod Truan, portfolio holder for 


housing, said the home was cleaned 
“in accordance with normal proce¬ 
dures” before specialist companies 
carried out independent asbestos 
checks. 

He said: “Both companies found 
no trace of asbestos dust and 
deemed the property safe to live in. 

“We allowed the family extra time 
in temporary accommodation and 
made offers to them of suitable per¬ 
manent accommodation which have 
now been successfully re-let to other 
families. We have done everything 
we can to meet the family’s needs.”

Half-an-hour wait to catch 
a bus to the town centre 

SIR, On a wet weekday afternoon at 
Harlow Town station a dozen or so 
passengers waited 30 minutes for a bus to 
the town centre. 

It is now quicker to travel the 20 miles 
from Tottenham Hale to Harlow Town 
than it is to travel the one mile from the 
train station to the bus terminus. 

A mother with two young children in a 
pushchair asked which bus to catch to the 
hospital. I had to tell her that there was no 
longer a direct service - it was a choice of 
taxi or walking so she set off in the rain to 
walk the mile to the hospital. I told her to 
take care at the Burnt Mill roundabout as 
with all the work taking place it is a real 
hazard. 

If the Arriva 5 route was changed to 
become a dedicated circular route - rail 
station>bus station>hospital>Little 
Parndon>rail station - it would provide a 
much-needed service to PAH connecting 
the rail and bus stations and serving local 
travellers.

Consult the Highway Code to 
learn roundabout etiquette 

SIR, In response to Terri Sinclair’s com¬ 
ment about the use of the roundabouts 
{Letters, November 28), may I respectfully 
refer her to rules 184-190 inclusive in the 
current copy of the Highway Code. 

These state: “When taking the first 
exit to the left, unless signs or markings 
indicate otherwise, signal left and 
approach in the lefthand lane. Keep to 
the left on the roundabout and continue 
signalling left to leave. 

“When taking an exit to the right or 
going full circle, unless signs or markings 
indicate otherwise, signal right and 
approach in the right hand lane. Keep 
to the right on the roundabout until 
you need to change lanes to exit the 
roundabout. Signal left after you have 
passed the exit before the one you want. 

“When taking an intermediate exit, 
unless signs or markings indicate 
otherwise, select the appropriate lane on 
approach to the roundabout; you should 
not normally need to signal on approach. 
Stay in this lane until you need to alter 
course to exit the roundabout. Signal left 
after you have passed the exit before the 
one you want. 

“When there are more than three lanes 
at the entrance to a roundabout, use the 
most appropriate lane on approach and 
through it”. 

Going straight on comes under “when 
taking an intermediate exit” so you may 
use either lane to achieve this. 

The problem that most road users have is 
that they fail to keep up with the changes 
in the Highway Code, so the driver 
abusing Ms Sinclair is incorrect in their 
rant that she was in the wrong lane. 

Unfortunately, the method quoted was 


the traditional time-honoured method 
but it is not in accordance with the 
current edition of the Highway Code. 

I hope this helps clarify the situation.

SIR, Terri Sinclair‘s comments about 
driver behaviour at roundabouts and her 
opinion as to the correct lane to use when 
approaching The Stow roundabout have 
some merit. 

However, as in all driving manoeuvres, 
we should always be ultra observant 
to anticipate and be prepared for the 
unexpected. 

One could argue that the right hand lane 
can be used for the second or third exits 
depending on the apparent intention of 
the vehicle in the left hand lane. 

I use this roundabout regularly and 
always try to see what the vehicle on the 
inside lane is indicating. If it is clearly 
intending to turn left up Howard Way 
then I stay in the outside lane to go to 
the second exit. If it is not indicating 
then I assume that it may well be going 
straight across toward the town centre 
and, if I am in the outside lane, then I 
am watchful of that vehicle, indicate 
my intention and give way if this proves 
necessary. 

The trouble is that some vehicles do 


not appear to have working indicators 
and we all have to check our crystal balls 
for the driver’s intentions. Best to be 
watchful at all times and treat all other 
road users as complete idiots. 

Abusive language should not be used 
as it will only increase stress levels for 
everyone.

Share your views 
on junction plan 


RESIDENTS are being given 
the chance to have their say 
on plans for a new junction on 
the Mil at Harlow. 

Essex County Council has 
launched a consultation on 
the 7A junction proposals 
which supporters say will ease 
traffic congestion, bring jobs 
and boost house prices. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, 
who has campaigned for the 
new junction since 2004, said: 
“I made my maiden speech in 
the House of Commons about 
it. 

“The consultation is the first 
step in this all-important pro¬ 
ject that will radically change 
Harlow: it will bring in new 
investments, create up to 3,000 
new jobs, boost house prices 
in east and north Harlow and 
ease traffic congestion. 

“Effectively this junction will 
unlock Harlow and the poten¬ 
tial that comes with its great 
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location.” 

Mr Halfon continued: 
“Harlow people now have the 
chance to see the proposals 
and make their opinions 
heard. 

“This junction is a great, 
long-awaited opportunity for 
Harlow and I strongly encour¬ 
age all Harlow residents to 
attend the public exhibitions 
that are part of the consulta¬ 
tion and share their thoughts 
with Essex County Council.” 

Chamber of Commerce man¬ 
ager Ian Hudson said the busi¬ 
ness community was spilt over 
the proposal. 

He said: “There is a view that 
it should be further north and 
another that it is in such des¬ 
perate need that it just needs 
to get done. Everybody seems 
to be in agreement that some¬ 


thing needs to be done but 
there seem to be two schools 
of thought. 

“Many believe the junction 
should be further north, 
though it would be much more 
expensive and cost four times 
as much, many think that if 
we’re going to have it done we 
need to do it properly. 

“From a personal point of 
view I am in the middle but 
something does need to be 
done. The worry is that in the 
short term it will not help but 
make problems worse.” 

Residents can find out more 
at a series of exhibitions. These 
will be at Harlow Civic Centre 
in The Water Gardens in St 
Johns Road and Epping

Union anger at assaults on hospital staff 


PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital workers have 
been assaulted more than 80 times in the past 
two years, new figures show. 

Data released by NHS Protect shows that in 
2011/12 44 assaults were reported and a fur¬ 
ther 40 in 2012/13. 

Of the assaults this year there have been 
only three convictions. 

Tim Roberts, regional organiser for the 
unioin Unison, hich represents staff in the 
NHS, said: “It is absolutely unacceptable that 
so many hospital staff were assaulted in Essex 
last year. 


“Sadly, this is only the tip of the iceberg as 
violence on NHS premises remains an under- 
reported problem. No one should feel threat¬ 
ened at work. 

“Our members work day in day out, provid¬ 
ing life saving care despite the stresses caused 
by the Government’s attacks on the health 
service.” 

Mr Roberts added: “The cuts and resultant 
pressure on services are causing growing 
patient frustration especially in hospitals, 
and have significantly impacted on staff’s 
ability to cope.”

S OME of Harlow’s roads 
were named after a 
person, a Royal visit or a 
special event in the town’s 
history. Velizy Avenue is no 
exception. 

Velizy - Harlow’s twin town 
in France - lends its name to 
the road alongside Harlow 
College. 

Back in 1986 more than 170 
Harlow residents renewed 
their friendships with people 
from the French town and 
celebrated doing so with a trip 
to the south-western suburbs 
of Paris.

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Association visited their 
French neighbours to take 
part in various sporting and 
cultural activities including 
badminton, bridge and a 
photography exhibition 
ortganised by the Harlow 
Photographic Society. 

The weekend trip also 
fincluded a dinner and dance 
with more than 250 people in 
attendance. 

The weekend ended with a 
concert at the Maurice Ravel 
Centre where dancers, bands 
and majorettes from Velizy 
were joined by The Harlow 
Band and pupils from the 
Brenda Taylor School of 
Dance. 

The trip was organised by 
Harlow Town Twinning 
Association and in 1987, 
Harlow celebrated its tenth 
anniversary with Velizy. 


The town twinning 
movement started in Europe 
in the 19th century and 
continued after the Se3cond 
World War in the hope of 
bringing Europe closer 
together and to promote 
cross-border projects and 
activities that could benefit 
both towns. 

Harlow is still twinned with 
Velizy and has also added to 
its list Havirov in the Czech 
Republic and Stravanger in 
Norway’.

MP backs new 
measures to 
control payouts 
to immigrants 

HARLOW MP Robert Halfon 
has voiced his support for new 1 
measures which will limit 
benefits and NHS ‘tourism’ for 
new immigrants to the UK. 

The measures will prevent 
European jobseekers having 
access to benefits during their 
first three months in the UK, 
require a minimum period of 
residence for an EU national to 
qualify for council and social 
housing as well as a minimum 
earning and the ability for the 
NHS to claim back costs of 
treating EU nationals who are 
not living in the UK. 

Mr Halfon said: “The Prime 
Minister is working with other 
countries who also want reform 
and we are putting the choice 
about our future in Europe in a 
referendum. 

“If the Conservatives are in 
charge after the next election, 
the British people will have 
their say. Labour could have 
stopped people from new EU 
countries from coming here for 
seven years but - almost alone 
in Europe - Labour take tough 
decisions. 

He added: “This Government 
has extended controls on 
immigrants from Bulgaria and 
Romania from five to the 
maximum seven years and is 
committed to introducing new 
measures to control 
immigration.”

A LIGHT-fingered postman who 
stole from parcels and then dam¬ 
aged a door window belonging to 
Royal Mail after being caught out 
has been spared jail.

taining two DVDs. 

The court heard that a Royal Mail 
investigator attended a property in 
Harlow and found items including 
the lightbulbs.

Fitzgerald walked away and kicked 
out at the glass panel which was 
damaged. 

After he was arrested Fitzgerald 
was taken to Harlow Police Station 
where he admitted taking one 
Lovefilm postal packet containing 
two DVDs, a greeting card and 
cheque, a signed book and the light- 
bulbs. 

Mr Waidhofer said: “He said he 
opened the Lovefilm packet to 
watch the DVDs before planning to 
return them. He said he had a drink 
problem.” 

Andrew Clowser, representing 
Fitzgerald, said in mitigation: “His 
marriage was in trouble and his wife 
reported him. He was hitting the 
bottle and not in a very good place.” 

Passing sentence, chairwoman of 
the bench Lesley Long told Fitz¬ 
gerald: “You were in a position of 
trust and deprived people of their 
rightful goods on more than one 
occasion but you co-operated fully 
with the investigation.”

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Council to start 
collecting food 
waste from flats

PEOPLE living in blocks of 
flats in Harlow will soon 
be able to recycle their 
household food waste. 

Harlow Council is rolling 
out a separate food waste 
collection scheme in two 
phases starting tomorrow 
(Friday) in a bid to send 
less waste to landfill. 

Residents whose homes 
are included in the first 
phase should have already 
received kitchen caddies 
along with an information 
leaflet explaining what 
waste can be recycled. 

Large green communal 
food waste bins into which 
residents can empty their 
caddies have been deliv¬ 
ered to blocks of flats. 
These will be emptied 
weekly. 

The second phase is sch¬ 
eduled to start in the new 
year. 

People living in houses have 
been able to recycle food 
waste since 2009. The new 
service, which has been fund¬ 
ed with a Government grant, 
will enable a further 8,000 
Harlow residents to take part. 

Waste that could be recy¬ 
cled or reused and ends up at 



landfill adds to Harlow’s 
share of the Essex landfill tax 
bill. For the first six months of 
this year the town’s bill 
almost reached £500,000. 

Councillor Phil Waite, 
Harlow Council’s portfolio 
holder for environment, said: 
“Every year millions of tonnes 
of food waste is thrown away 
in the UK and sent to landfill 


sites. It is important that we 
divert as much waste includ¬ 
ing food from landfill as pos¬ 
sible. 

“The residents of Harlow 
are making a good effort to 
recycle but we need every¬ 
one to do more. We are doing 
our bit to help residents by 
successfully securing money 
to provide new services like 
this. 

“Unfortunately in Harlow 
we are seeing an increase in 
people putting food waste in 
normal recycling bins which 
is causing contamination. 
Food waste cannot be recy¬ 
cled this way. 

“The separate food waste 
collection service is easy to 
use and any leftover food 
will not go to waste but be 
used to produce new energy 
and grow more food. 

“The more we recycle food 
correctly the less waste we 
have going to landfill. This 
helps reduce greenhouse 
gases and keep landfill taxes 
down. Council taxpayers end 
up footing the local landfill 
tax bill, so not wasting food 
and recycling leftovers helps 
to keep costs down for every¬ 
one.’’

THE skeleton of a dinosaur that lived on Earth 
more than 100 million years ago has been sold for 
£400,000. 

The remains of the diplodocus, which measures 
17 metres in length, were found in a quarry in the 
United States of America and then assembled in 
Holland. 

It is thought to be one of only six relatively 
complete specimens in the world. 

The fossilized skeleton, nicknamed Misty, was 
discovered by the teenage sons of a German 
palaeontologist. They had travelled to the US to 
help their father dig up a different skeleton before 
being allowed to try to find their own fossils. It 
was then they came across the dinosaur. 

The skeleton was sold at an auction in West 
Sussex last week. Although the identity of the 
buyer is not known, it is believed the remains will 
be put on public display. 


whip-tailed creature measuring 
about 27 metres with an eight 
metre long neck and a 14 metre 
tail. However, its head was less 
than one metre in length. 

It was among the longest 
land animals ever to have lived 
on Earth. 

Its front legs were shorter 
than its back legs and all had 
elephant-like, five-toed feet. 
One toe on each foot had a 
thumb claw, probably for 
protection.

Work starts to upgrade 
climbing wall at town’s 
outdoor pursuits centre 

WORK has started on turning the climbing wall 
at Harlow Outdoor Pursuits Centre into one of 
the best equipped in the region for both experi¬ 
enced and novice climbers. 

Three of the wall’s four climbing faces will be 
closed for three weeks. However, the smallest 
face and the bouldering facility will remain 
open to the public and regular groups at a 
reduced price. 

The new-look wall at the centre in Burnt Mill 
will reopen on December 23. 

The redevelopment is a response to feedback 
from climbers who believe it should evolve into 
a fully heated year-round visitor attraction. 

The 14-metre high walls and 100 climbing 
‘lines’ are to be redecorated and new routes 
added to improve the climbing surface and 
overall appearance. 

To encourage visitors to make the most of the 
facility, more courses and coaching will be 
made available for both individuals and groups, 
including bouldering or lead climbing for nov¬ 
ice and experienced climbers. 

Essex county councillor John Jowers, cabinet 
member for libraries, communities & planning, 
said: “Climbing is for everyone, not just experi¬ 
enced climbers. We’ll be able to cater fully for all 
of our visitors at what is going to become one of 
the best-equipped centres in the region.” 

Police to wear cameras 
when called to investigate 
reports of domestic abuse 

POLICE officers in Essex will soon be equipped 
with body-worn video cameras when they 
attend reports of domestic abuse. 

A number of response officers will be fitted 
with cameras attached to their uniforms to 
enable them to film what happens when they 
attend the scene of a reported incident. 

Cameras have been used inconsistently by 
various different departments in the constabu¬ 
lary since 2010 but the latest move has been 
driven by Chief Constable Stephen Kavanagh. 

He said: “Using these cameras will increase 
the evidence captured in domestic abuse inves¬ 
tigations and help support the force’s drive to 
have more successful prosecutions of offenders 
where victims are reluctant to give evidence in 
court.” 

During the summer the number of reported 
incidents of domestic abuse in the county 
reached 100 per day. The number has risen in the 
past three years from 7,437 in 2010-11 to 8,676 in 
2012-13. The increase is believed to be down to 
the willingness of victims coming forward. 

Nick Alston, police and crime commissioner 
for Essex, said: “On average there are 20 crimes 
of domestic violence recorded in Essex every 
single day. For complex and varied reasons, vic¬ 
tims of domestic abuse are sometimes reluctant 
to give evidence against the person who has 
caused them harm. 

“Equipping officers attending domestic abuse 
incidents with body worn cameras means that 
evidence will often be captured automatically 
and directly.”

GARDENING TIPS 
by Hannah Stephenson 

HAVING a place to park a car by your home is 
important, there's no arguing that. But is it more 
important than having an open green space to 
welcome you, visitors and nature to your front 
door? 

As traffic increases and time-hungry householders 
opt to pave or concrete their driveway to avoid 
garden maintenance, there's little doubt the state 
of our front gardens is spiralling downwards. 

Yet, points out horticulturist Joe Swift, pictured 
right, the front garden should be the first point of a 
welcoming haven. 

Swift, one of many gardening experts appearing 
in Great British Garden Revival - a new 10-part 
BBC2 series starting on Monday - visited one 
such haven in award-winning Rockcliffe Avenue, 
Whitley Bay, north Tyneside, where residents have 
transformed their paved street with colourful plants 
and containers overflowing with flowers. 

The result isn't just aesthetic. Residents have also 
reported a much greater sense of community, with 
kids no longer 'causing havoc' in the street and 
people no longer dropping litter. 

"A lot of people just concrete or pave their 
gardens over and just forget about the plants, 
but research shows how important plants are in 
reducing pollution, for wellbeing and house prices," 
says Swift. 

Creating a planting buffer between your home 


and traffic is also like putting a filter paper between 
you and the pollution, explains Rob MacKenzie, 
professor of atmospheric science at Birmingham 
University. 

''If you put plants very close to the traffic then 
they have a greater chance of soaking up the 
pollution and making a significant reduction, 
perhaps as much as 10 or 20 per cent," he explains. 

Some three-quarters of households in Britain 
have cars - 40 per cent of those have two cars 


- and the increased use of concrete or paving 
to accommodate them has led to huge drainage 
problems in some areas. 

Swift says there are products out there which 
can accommodate both plants and vehicles. In the 
BBC programme, he looks at reinforced hexagonal 
plastic mesh which goes into the ground, and you 
can park your car on it when it has been filled with 
either ravel or plants. You lay it by firstly putting 
landscaping fabric over the soil to allow water to 


drain through and suppress weeds. Then place 
a layer of sand on to the fabric and embed your 
mesh into it. Then you fill your hexagonal slots 
with loamy topsoil and sand, which is perfect for 
sowing grass seed. Sow the seed in late summer, 
early autumn or spring. Before long, the grass will 
be growing above the mesh, but you can drive a 
car over it. 

Alternatively, use gravel or use a combination of 
gravel and grass seed or other low-growing plant, 
like thyme or camomile. 

"It's a way of softening the ground but still 
making it durable and tough enough to drive a car 
on. There are several products out there and you 
can get them online." 

Herbaceous ground cover like hardy geraniums 
and alchemilla mollis are pretty tough and can 
easily be incorporated into many front gardens, he 
notes. 

"If your front garden is in a shady area you could 
go for plants like hostas and ferns, anything that 
can take a bit of a battering and which you can get 
into the ground." 

He also recommends planting strongly scented 
plants in your front garden such as Christmas box, 
a really tough evergreen which you will notice as 
you enter or leave your front garden every day. 

"Wintersweet is another good scented plant, as 
are a lot of winter flowering viburnums which can 
fill the whole street with an incredible fragrance."

A tale to warm the heart 


FROZEN 

certificate PG, 1h48m 

LOOSELY based on The Snow Queen by Hans 
Christian Andersen, Frozen proves that Disney's 
animated heroines have unquestionably come of 
age. 

Long gone are the rose-tinted days when 
princesses waited patiently for Prince Charming 
to sweep them off their feet or save them from 
some grim fate.Now, independent and self- 
assured heroines are just as smart and resourceful 
as their male contemporaries. . . and they don't 
need the love of a man to affirm their self-worth. 

Frozen is a terrific fairytale adventure that 
melds old-fashioned values with state-of-the- 
art visuals and a rousing musical score with 
infectious songs by husband-and-wife team 
Robert Lopez and Kristen Anderson-Lopez. 

Every beautifully coloured and crafted frame is 
crammed with wit and joy, drawing in audiences 
of all ages to the story of two sisters battling 
against both the elements and their fears to claim 
their rightful place on the throne. 


Director Jennifer Lee and Chris Buck don't 
let the pace flag and the 108 minutes pass in 
a blur of laughter, tears and frost-bitten action 
sequences, that look especially stunning in 3D 
with all of the computer-generated snowflakes 
fluttering just in front of your face. 

You won't need to wrap up warm though 
because the story casts an irresistible warm glow 
to thaw even the most cynical and jaded heart. 

As children, Anna (voiced by Kristen Bell) and 
Elsa (Idina Menzel) love to play together, taking 
full advantage of Elsa's ability to create ice and 
snow from her fingertips. When an accident 
late one night almost ends in disaster, the King 
(Maurice LaMarche) agrees to wipe Anna's 
memory so she forgets about her sibling's hidden 
talents. 

At the same time, Elsa retires from public gaze, 
fearful that she will hurt someone else with her 
powers. 

When the King and Queen are subsequently 
lost at sea, Elsa reluctantly emerges to claim the 
throne. Unfortunately, on her coronation day, 
her gloves come off and the locals witness her 
powers, branding her a witch and forcing her to 


flee into the snowy mountains to live alone in a 
castle of ice. 

Anna gives chase, leaving the kingdom in the 
hands of her trusted sweetheart Prince Hans 
(Santino Fontana). As she ascends towards Elsa's 
hideaway, Anna meets hunky ice trader Kristoff 
(Jonathan Groff), his loyal reindeer Sven and a 
blissfully naive talking snowman called Olaf (Josh 
Gad). 

Frozen is one of the best animated features to 
canter out of the Disney stable in years. Warm¬ 
hearted, uplifting and constantly surprising, it's 
a timeless fable that will appeal to both boys and 
girls thanks to uproarious comic relief from Olaf 
(who is too cute for words). 

Bell and Menzel add vim to their plucky 
heroines, the latter singing the film's stand-out 
song Let It Co. 

As an added treat, Frozen is preceded by a 
black and white Mickey Mouse short, Get A 
Horse, that seems to hark from a bygone era but 
has a wicked sting in the tail.

HOMEFRONT 

certificate 15,1h40m 

SYLVESTER Stallone remains firmly 
behind the camera as screenwriter of this 
serpentine thriller based on the novel of the 
same name by Chuck Logan. 

He hands over leading man duties to 
his Expendables co-star Jason Statham 
and the London-born action man 
reciprocates with a typically muscular, 
brooding performance that requires him 
to single-handedly take down an army 
of gun-toting adversaries while protect¬ 
ing a little girl from harm. 

Director Gary Fleder elevates the pulpy 
source material with assured action 
sequences and populates smaller roles 
with talented supporting cast, capable 
of bringing characters to life in a single 
scene. He is also blessed with an impres¬ 
sive child actor, Izabela Vidovic, whose 
emotionally wrought performance even 
manages to wring a few tears out of 
Statham. Wonders will never cease. 

Homefront opens in explosive fashion 
with a chaotic undercover police sting to 
bring down biker Danny T (Chuck Zito) 
and his criminal fraternity. 

DEA agent Phil Broker (Jason Statham) 
is instrumental in the bust but Danny's 
son is killed during the arrest. 

Phil hands in his badge and moves to 
a quiet, close-knit community, where 
Danny T will never find him, with his 
cherubic daughter Maddy (Izabela 
Vidovic). 

She is a chip off the old block and 
when bullying classmate Jimmy (Marcus 
Hester) taunts her in the playground, 
she retaliates by punching him. 

This simple act of self-defence sparks a 
feud with the boy's parents Jimmy (Mar¬ 
cus Hester) and Cassie (Kate Bosworth). 
They hire Cassie's no good brother Gator 
(James Franco), who runs the local drug 
trafficking operation, to put Phil in his 
place. 

So Gator breaks into the Broker family 
home, kidnaps a beloved pet and gath¬ 
ers evidence about Phil's past as a DEA 
Agent. 

Armed with this vital information, 
Gator uses his associate Sheryl (Winona 
Ryder) to make contact with Danny T 
and alert the biker to Phil's wherea¬ 
bouts. Thus Danny's T henchman Cyrus 
Hanks (Frank Grillo) and his goons arrive 
in town, armed to the teeth and ready 
to unleash hell. 

Homefront is a capable, if unremark¬ 
able, yarn that plays to Statham's 
strengths as a man of few monotone 
words and bone-crunching actions. 

Franco and Ryder are poorly served by 
their flimsy roles but Bosworth certainly 
makes an impact as a trailer trash mom, 
who believes that family honour should 
be upheld by taking down your oppo¬ 
nents.

THE i3 is a big deal, not just for 
BMW but also for the electric car 
industry. 

Boasting an innovative approach 
to design and construction, this 
could be the car to give the 
electric car market the shot in the 
arm it needs to make the move 
from niche to mainstream status. 

To date, early adopters have 
helped drive interest in electric 
transport. BMW is clearly keen to 
tap into this buyer demographic. 

The bottom line is a carbon 
composite shell wrapped in 
funky-looking panels and room 
for four inside the radically styled 
- by current standards - cabin. 
Wood trim blends surprisingly 
well with the car’s exposed 
composite shell and the liberal 
use of natural fibres for door 
panels and the top of the fascia. 

Still, this window dressing would 
all be for nought if the i3 failed to 
deliver the goods in the real world. 
Thankfully it’s not, as the electric 
BMW offers possibly the most 
rounded driving and ownership 
experience to date. 

Granted progress is rapid in the 


electric car sector, but the i3 
behaves more, well, car-like than 
most. 

Interestingly, BMW has retained 
its trademark rear-wheel drive 
layout for the i3. At a whisker 
under four metres, it’s a genuine 
compact car and this is reflected 
in its agility around town. 

With BMW’s clean-sheet 
approach to design comes the 
ability to place the batteries - a 
230kg slab of lithium-ion power - 
under the car’s flat floor. This 
ensures maximum occupant 
space in the cabin, a decent size 


boot and a positive effect on the 
car’s handling. 

The 170 horsepower electric 
motor also plays a significant part 
in the i3’s overall performance. 

And you can’t talk about 
batteries without covering the 
practicalities of range. BMW 
previously conducted detailed 
research with volunteers and 
fleets of electric 1 Series and Mini 
models to observe driver 
behaviour. As you’d expect, 
although the mainly urban 
journeys were frequent they were 
short. With that in mind, a real 


world range of around 100 miles 
isn’t so bad. 

Although different eco-centric 
driving modes can be selected to 
maximise driving range, the i3’s 
in-built brake regeneration 
properties can return a 
meaningful amount of charge to 
the battery over the course of a 
journey. 

You need to lay off the brake 
pedal, though, as simply easing off 
the throttle at urban speeds is 
enough to bring the i3 to a steady 
yet prompt halt. While that’s 
happening, the i3’s battery is 


getting a small but useful top up. 
Conversely, lean hard on the 
throttle and you can experience a 
1 Series diesel level of brisk 
acceleration. 

The ability to drive almost 
exclusively using just one pedal 
aside, the i3 delivers a surprisingly 
conventional driving experience. 
Largely familiar controls, a lofty 
driving position, good visibility 
and a high level of refinement go a 
long way to justifying the car’s 
premium price tag and ensuring 
its place within the BMW family. 

Of course, the financial aspect 
of the car should be equally 
appealing. The absence of road 
tax and fuel liabilities rank high 
alongside the ability to charge the 
car for very little - overnight via a 
domestic electricity supply and a 
matter of hours when connected 
to a high output wall box or public 
recharging point. 

The i3 isn’t a cheap proposition 
but it’s a compelling one for savvy 
early adopters keen not just to 
make a statement but also to 
exploit the car’s considerable 
on-road talents. Range aside the 
ownership experience presents 
few compromises worth noting.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

RYE House Rockets rider a 
Luke Bowen has been m 
awarded a testimonial ^ 
meeting in 2014 for his JE 
decade-long service 
with the club. 

Approval has been H 
formally granted by the V 
British Speedway 
Promoters Association 
(BSPA) to stage the event 
for the Harlow-born racer, 
a former Mark Hall School 
student, who first surfaced 
in Rye House colours as a 
Raider in 2002 in what is 
now the National League. 

Six seasons at that level 
brought a record across 89 
official matches of 739V2 
paid points and a 7.27 aver¬ 
age (including bonus 
points), with two full and 
two paid maximums, plus 
the 2003 Fours title. 

Nine successive seasons 
with the Rockets - the tenth 
in 2013 was ruled out by 
injury - have seen Bowen 
appear in 232 official 
matches, with 999 rides 
producing 1,478 paid points 
and a career 5.92 average 
that includes two paid 
maximums.

He said: “I was just 
watching a few of 
the boys up there.

was doing a bit of sparring and 
then it got serious very quickly. 

“Jason thinks I have got some¬ 
thing.
